Lo.NDON, July l."!.— Mr. Thomas Sexton, 
anti-l'arnellito leader, who was suepended, 
has determined if poa3il)le to bo set right in 
the mutter. In tho . House of Commoiia 
yesterday, ho uaked Speaker Peel if ho 
eould olitain the judgment of the Houee on 
tlio conduct of Chairman Mellor. Tho 
speaker auid Mr. Sexton had a right to give 
noticu of the motion (jiieationing the con- 
duct of Mr. Mellor. Mr. Sexton thereupon 
guve notice thut he would move tlio adop- 
tion of a resolution, declaring that the com- 
mittee of tho whole had misused it< power 
cif oliice, au-ponding him. Garvin B Clarke 
supported Mr. Stxton, and also gave notice 
that ho would introduce a motion to reduce 
hy £1,00(1 the amount of tho salary paid to 
the ehuirnian. 

Mr. Thomas Sexton to-day asked Mr. 
Gladstone to grant a day for tho diseu-eion 
of the above tnoliou, declaring that Cliair- 
man Mellor, in Huspeiuiiug him on Tuesday 
ni^'ht, had exceeded his authority. 

Kt. Hon. Mr. Gladstone replied that be 
doubted the possibility of promising a day 
for the discussion of the motion. 

Mr. Sexton tfaereupon intimated that he 
would take the first ohunoe that presented 
itself and obtain the judgment of tbe House 
on the ooaduot of Mr. Mellor. 

The House then went, into committee of 
tho whole for the further consideration of 
(•lauae of tlin Home Rule hill. The debate 
wus marked by an attack upon Mr. Glad- 
stone by a member of hia own party, Mr. 
Robert Wallace (Liberal), East Kdin- 
burgh, who was opposed to the 
withdrawal of tho "in and out" 
sub-section clause, tho announcement 
of which was made by Mr. Gladstone yes- 
terday, Ho spoko at length against the 
course of tho I'riiiie Miniater, nr d aaiil that 
the withdrawal of Ibis Bub facction gave to 
tho Irish members retained in tbe Imperial 
Parliamentall tbe rights and privileges held 
by British members, and that this would de 
prive Great Britain of Home Rule by making 
the Irish members tho arbiters of British 
interests. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, the well known 
Radical member, said that he advocated tho 
total exclusion of tho Irish from 
the Imperial Parliament ; but ho 
added he would take no course 
that would tend to wreck the bill. 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberloin, the Lib- 
eral Unionist leader, charged Mr. Gladstone 
with deceiving tbe country and with break- 
ing; liiK publicly expressci pledge against 
the retention of tho power of the Irish mem- 
bers to diacuaa all afldirs of policy, and tu 
vote thereon. The Government, Mr. Cham- 
berlain declared, was now nnmagked, and 
he, speakiOK in behalf of tbe Liberal Union- 
ists, challenged it to appear before the 
country on tbe issues raised. 

Mr. Chamberlain's remarks were greeted 
with cheers by tbe Opposition. 

Jjetween eight and ten o'clock the galler- 
ies of tho House were crowded with poraoua 
LMgor to watcli tbe work of the Government 
in forcing throiigb clauses i), IS, 1 !l, anil 
■lii of the Home Kule bill. The IVeru' gal- 
lery waa filled even earlier, (^unapicuoua 
anioiig the viaitora waa William Lecliy. At 
ten o'clock Cbairmau Mellor applied tbe 
closure to the amendriieut propuaing tbe 
omission of the " in and out " provision 
which forbids Irish menibura of the Iriipe'.i„'l 
I'arliameut to vote on certain ijuestio-.is. 

Tho cloauru waa carried by a vo',^^ of •^•2', 
to '29S, amid loud Opposition o jegra. Clause 
<1, which provides for th ^ ^epn sen't&tion in 
I'arliameut of Irish -"counties and boroughs, 
was then adopted '^y ^ v<,te of 326 to 297. 

Aa chairman 41ellor proceeded to put the 
question, ca ulause 10. tho first of tho 
tiuanoia.l jjiausea, the Conservatives, after 
°hCeriiig derisively, left tho House in a body. 
Th'j Government's proposition that the cou- 
•:'ideration of clause ten be postponed was 
then passed by a vote of .358 to 49. 

Tho votes on tho financial clauses Uwto 
17 and '20 to '_'l, were pohtponed by almost 
eiiually hojvy majorities. 

By the time clauao IS, concerning the 
power of the Irish legialative assemlily in 
niatti.ra of money, bills and votes, wua 
reached, tbe bolting ( 'oiiservatives bad re- 
turned. The cluuae was carried by a vote 
of ;i2S to 291. 

The following cluuacs wore then rushed 
through Willi mujoritiea varying between 
twenty-live and thirty : Claiiac 19, concern 
ing the Iriah Kxcbeiiuer Judges; clause LI'J, 
concerning appeals from Irish courts; cluuae 
concerning provision for the decision ol 
constitutional qaeations; clause 2-1, concern- 



ing the office of tho Lord Lieutenant; olauae 
25, concerning tho uao of Crown Lands by 
the Irish Government; and clause 2G, con- 
cerning tho tenure of future judges. 

To morrow tbe House, in coinmitteo, will 
begin discussing clause 27, which, with tho 
thirteen following clauses, must be got out 
of tho way between 10 o'clock and midnight 
on Thursday evening, if the Govornmont 
programme ia to he ezeoated.

FRANCE IN SIAM, 



Gunboats Enter the Meuam River and 
Exeliaugo Shots With 
the Forts. 



Fears of Terrible Scenes Should War 
Be Actually Declared hy 
tbe Kiugr. 



Banckok, July 1.'! — ThoSiameao Govern- 
ment has refused to permit two more 
French gunboats to enter the Menam river, 
twenty miles from the mouth of which 

Bangkok is situated, and threatens that if 
the gunboats attempt to cross the bar at the 
mouth of tbe river, they will bo sunk, and 
France will be held officially responsible for 
beginning war on Siam. 

LoKDON, July 1 3. — The Timesoorrespond-

Ottawa, July I'.i. ■ — Professor Wiggins 
says that in two or three weeka a very bril- 
liant comet will be seen in the northern 
aky. He baa been watobtng for some vrceks 
for a comet which he saya ia tho large vari- 
able star seen by Corneliua Gemma in 1070 
in tho conatcllatioD of Cassiopeia, as its re- 
appearance wna duo about the year 18S-1. 
He announced that Gemma's star, usually 
otlled tho star of Biitlilehera, was only a 
large comet at its perihelion, when its halo 
surrounding it gave it the appearance of a 
star of the first magnitude, He conaidcra 
that history haa been proved now, for on 
tho night of tho 8th Instant he saw, for a 
few moments, between eloacts and near the 
pole of the heavens, a star of the sixth 
magnitude, moving rapidly sunwards, 
which he pronounoea a comet;, and whloh ia 
seeking a closer perihelion than in 1570. 
On its return from the sun it will be very 
brilliant.

sitioB. Besides taking poseeesion of the 
barracks, the rc^ olutionista seized three 
steamers on Lake Managua, iind these will 
be used in truuspurtiug their troops.

Graphic Story of the "Victoria" 
Foundering by an Eye 
Witness. 



Frenzied Men in the Fearful Vortex 
Gasli Eaeli Otlier With 
Knives. 



The following account of the sinking of 
H. M. S. Victoria, is taken from a "apooiul" 
issued by thu "Western Independent" of 
Plymouth, of June 21. 

Port Said, Tuesday, June 27. 

One of the ofScecs from the Barham, 
wbioh arrived here yesterday, has given me 
the following particulars of the Victoria dis- 
aster. He was on the deck of the Karhuni 
at the lime of the coUisiou. The cruiser 
Barham wua a short distance from the Vic- 
toria when the aooident occurred and I was 
standing well forward with a class in my 
band. At that moment the evolutions of 
fleet had been going on for sonio time and 
bad been, op to that ibstant, successfully 
and briUUutly conduoted. The Gridiron 
manoeuvre hud been done and was being 
repeated, at the time that my attention was 
centred on the double line of the veasels. 
When the signal was given for the vesaels to 
change over into each other's former posi- 
tion, the Cuniperdown swung entirely 
round, and then it seemed to me that she 
either lost control of her rudder or that the 
Victoria swerved slightly out of her proper 
course, beciuiso an inatuut previous to their 
coming tugethiT there was a noticeable dis- 
tance hetwetu tluni and a email patch of 
clear water. I had just put my glass to niy 
eye, b«ing desirous of witnessing iigain the 
graceful niovenieut of the lluet in its trans- 
position, when the two vesaels upon which 
my attention was uaturaliy centred as hold- 
the he.uis ot their respuctive lines, cumo to- 
gether with a tremendous crush that, for a 
second, caused each to remain motionless on 
the water, anil then a shiver passed through 
both of the enormous ships, and they slowly 
backed away from each other through the 
force of the impact. I could not appreciate 
even after what I had just seen the terrible 
significance of the situation, until the Vic- 
toria swung around so that her damaged 
broadside was presented to our ship and I 
realized the certainty of the fate that came 
five minutes later. It seemed to me that 
the change in the position of the Victoria, 
after she was struck, resulted from the tre- 
mendous force of the blow she received in 
collision, and the result up to this stage had 
not occupied more than a single minute. 
But to my mind, which now grasped 
ttae frightful danger that threatened 
her, it seemed an eternity before 
the Victoria fully exposed her side to 
the point where I was standing. Her 
men commenced to spread the collision mat 
over the gaping hole in her side and I could 
clearly distinsuisb Vice-Admiral Tryon giv- 
ing orders, apparently Calmly as ha had done 
uk quarter of an hoar before, and the crew 
working with the same discipline that would 
have presided in the quietest weather and 
under the safest conditions. In another 
minute the Admiral apparently realized the 
futility of the effort to keep the water out 
of the voesel, nnd I could tell by the action 
of the men ou deck that he ordered them to 
save themselves anyway they could. Signals 
had been run up on the doomed vessel nail- 
ing for aid from the rest of the fleet, and as 
'.juickly as possible bouts were lowered, and 
the entire bijuudron seemed to realize at 
once what was transpiring before their eyes. 
But events now happened with awful rapid- 
ity, and the men could be seen leaping from 
the side of the Victoria Into the ocean and 
swimming away. In fact, it was only those 
who sprang away from the vessel almost at 
the first alarm, cerlaiiiiy at the very tirst 
order of the Admiral to do so, that were 
saved. The magnificent discipline and loy- 
alty of the crew prompted many for the first 
time in their naval life to disobey the order 
of the Admiral anl remain with their bravo 
commander on deck. Unhappily those who 
delayed in that way were sucked down by 
the terrible Mhirlpool made by the vessel 
when she turned over. After the collision 
II diving suit was brought on deck and the 
diver hastily put it on and attempted to go 
over the side of the ship to ascertain the ex- 
tent of the injury. At the same instant the 
head of the ship was turned towards the 
shore and in ten nnnutes that intervened 
between the delivery of the blow by the 
Camperdown and'tho sinking of the Vic- 
torio, the latter steamed within two miles 
towards land. Suddenly, with a great roll 
and wild plunge, the enormous vessel buried 
her bow beneath the surface of the sea. I 
beard a few wild cries, and theu she trem- 
bled and turned over with her keol high in 
the air, her sorewa rapidly whirling. Those 
on deck leapsd as the vessel careened, those 
'below had no opportunity to close the doors 
or reach the open, and thus perished. Com- 
mander Jellicue was lying in his berth sick 
with fever, but ho dashed on deck in his 
pygamas and sprung overboard. The lieu- 
tenant, also struggling in the waves, put his 
arm around Coumiander Jellicoe and thus 
enabled him to get away from the rapidly 
sinking slii|). Presently the huge hull turn- 
ed conipletiily over, and several hundred 
men fully dressed were thrown off the deck 
as the Victoria ciir"eiu'd, luid were sucked 
down into the hole nnulo in the sea by the 
dis'ipjiearing vessel. Another movement 
and a new horror was visited upon the 
struggling men. Tlie powerful engine, deep 
down in the heart of the ship, and enclosed 
in watertight compartments, kept throb- 
bing and working, and the fortnidable 
■ flanges of the twin-screws whirled round 
and round, at first high up in space, and 
then gradually came neiirer anil nearer to the 
surface of the water, until they descended In 
the midst of a mass of human beings strug- 
gling for life, and then in disappearing the 
auction increased until it bccuiiie a perfect 
maelstrom, at the bottom of which those 
deadly screws were moving like circular 
knives, gashing and killing the poor crea- 
tures who had battled vainly for life. Then 
came a scene that caused the ofiicers on the 
decks of the remaining vessels of the fleet to 
turn sick. Shrieks were then heard, and 
the waves and foam were reddened by the 
blood of hundreds of victims. Arms and 
legs wrenched (rom bodies and headless 
trunks were tossed out of the vortex and 
lingered on the surface for a few nmments, 
t hen disappeared. All within the reach of 
this great vortex now seemed to lose their 
presence of mind. Men who knew how to 
swim ceased Bwimming. They clinched 
each other in their frenzy. One survivor of 
this Bcono says ho saw, in the great vortex, 
at least fifty men fighting with knives, only 
to sink out of sight, and the water closed 
calmly above them. When the ship had 
disappeared there c»ino a mullled sound as 
of thunc'er, water was tossed up, and a cloud 
of ateam buret forth, telling that the boilers 
had exploded. Thus, in leas than 1 minutns, 
death in three awful forms came to the ofii- 
cers and crow of the Victoria. Death from 
drowning, from the knife-liko Bcrows, and 
scalding water of the bursting boilers. Boats 
wore soon on the scone and picked up those 



who succeeded in keeping away frotn the 
power of the v.irtex. Several of the rescu- 
ed were scalded by the water from tho boil- 
ers and horribly burned. Admiral Tryon 
was seen to bo the very last on the bridge, 
and a diver, fully dressed, except of. his hel- 
met, stood on the deck and would have been 
drugged to the bottom' by his heavy leaden 
shoes had not it been for a seaman _ who 
stopped and cut him loose, and lost bis' own 
life in consequence 

SUPBEME COPBT. 

(Before Ms. Justice Drake.) 

July 13. 1893. 
Culverwell, Brooks & Co. v. Penny— This 
was an'action brought by the plaintilTs, a 
firm o{ fur dealers and commission agents 
in London, Eng., against John L. Penny, a 
sealing vessel owner in this city, to recover 
the sum of §12,050 uj, advanced by them to 
him on account of a shipment of sealskins. 
It seems that on September 21, 1891, Mr. 
Penny shipped a cargo of skins to Culver- 
well, Brooks & Co., and drew against them 
for the sum of i'(j,S38. The draft was 
cashed by the Hank of B. N. A. hero. The 
skins were sold at the January salo.s held 
in London bv < 'ulverwi-ll. Brooks & Co., and 
did not realize the amiiunt of advance, there 
being a diU'erence of $12,000 odd, for which 
the present action is brought. The conten- 
tion of the defendant was that he had dir- 
ected the skins to be sold at the October 
sale, and that th >y arrived there in time, 
and that if they had then been 
sold, the defendant would have re- 
aliztd a sum in excess of the advance, 
or in the event of their not having arrived 
there in time, it he hud been notified by 
Culverwell, Brooks & Co., of this fact, he 
could have sold them here for a sum in cx- 
coaa of the antount of the advance. The 
plaintifTs on the contrary, claimed that they 
had received no specific instructions direct- 
ing them to sell at any particular time, but 
simply had an open order for sale, at their 
next sale after the skins arrived and were 
prepared for auction in the .^ordinary way, 
and that the skina did not arrive until Octo- 
ber 2-t, which was too late to proparo them 
for the October sale, and that they sold 
thr.ni at their next sale and for the highest 
prices which could be obtained. A groat 
deal of evidence was given on both sides, 
and the case was then left in the hands of the 
special jury, with Mr.. Andrew Gray fore- 
man, the verdict given being in favor of the 
plaintiff for the sum of $5,500. Mr. E. V. 
liodwell and Mr. H. D Helmcken appeared 
for the plaintiffs, Mr. V\'. J. Taylor for the 
defendant. 

Carmody v. Drum et ul— The plaintifT 
Carnmdy claimed in this case the sum of 
S'-MI(] balance of wages alleged to he due, a 
further sum of §5000 aa commiesiou on the 
purchase hy the defendants of the Say ward 
mill property, also a sum of §5000 being one- 
quarter of the piofitsof thesiileof certain 
timber limits in Alberni, and §70,000 stock 
in the Say ward Mill and Timber company, 
limited. The action was based upon an 
agreement under the terms of which the de- 
fendants. Drum and the others, employed 
the plaintill'as a prosoector to looito timber 
limits for them in this Province, and to ex- 
amine lands and assist the surveyors in 
selecting timber limits which they should 
afterwards decide to take in any cluima 
located by him. For his services uh an ex- 
pert on timber, ho was to receive §'-'00 per 
month salary, and one-(|Uarter interest in 
any timber lands he discovered aud which 
Ilia principals should decide to take. Tho 
eviiknce disclosed tho fact that certain tim- 
ber limits had been applied for and leases 
had been grouted by the Government in 
favor of tho defendants in three districts, 
viz : Jordon river, Campbell river and Gold 
river. There was, at tho time tho 
agreement was made, a claim of 
Carmody to a certain tract of timber 
land in Alberni, which claim was, however, 
disputed before tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works. During tho time that 
work was going on under tho agreement, 
tho defendants also purchased tho Sayward 
mill and the timber limits connected with 
it in this Province. Carmody claimed that 
he was entitled to a commission of $^,000 
for negotiating that sale, and to one-quarter 
interest in the property. The case occu- 
pied the attention of the Court for three 
days, a large amount of evidence on both 
sides being given. In the result. His Lord- 
ship decided that Carmody was entitled to 
his claim of $2,U6 for wages, and that he 
had no interest in the Sayward property, 
and no right to a commission, and no inter- 
est in the Campbell river tract, and no In- 
terest in tho Jordan or Gold river tracts ; 
that in reference to the disputed limits in 
Alberni, it having transpired that a bonus 
of §10,000 had been obtained for the pro- 
perty in dispute, he was entitled to one- 
quarter that amount, leas the expenses, 
amounting to sonic §.'i,000, which had been 
incurred in coonecliim with the dispute. 
In the result the claim of tho plaintifF 
was reduced in all to a sum of about .§5,000. 
The plaint ill' wa.s held to be entitled to 
costs of the issues on which he had suc- 
ceeded, anil the defendants to tho coats of 
the issues decided in their favor. Hon. A. 
N. Richards, Q C, and Mr. A. K McPhil- 
lips, for the plaintiff ; Mr. h:. V. liodwell, 
for the defendants other than tho Sayward 
Co ; Mr. J. S. Yates, for the defendant 
company.

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Tlio Earl of Derby has performed his 
(Intioa as Governor-General completely to 
the satisfaction of tho people of Canada. 
I'horc baa not been, as far as is known, the 
jahndow of a diaagreemeat between him and 
his advisers, and his treatment of the op- 
ponents of the Government has been invari- 
ably courteous and cordial. He has been, 
in fact, a model constitutional Governor 
Ho baa been content to do his duty, and 
not to go beyond what are known to bo bis 
powers nnder the constitution and by pre- 
cedent in the slightest 'degree. Hia social 
influence and that of Lady Derby has been 
Botbing but good. They have set tho best 
example to thoao who look to Dereons in 
high station for models of conduct, and thty 
have given their countenance and aid to 
'Causes and institutions, which have for their 
object the improvement and the ele 
vation of tho people. Tho influenut 
of the Oovornor-General and hi-i wifj on 
Canadian aooiety has been moat beneiijiu.1 
They have shown that there arc peopltr 
high in station, with abundant means a.ud 
l^lenty of leiatire, who can and do live/a-' 
«1mply and as correctly in every respect' as 
tho moat scrupulous and conacientiofla of 
their countrynien and couutrywoinun. 'Hiyh 
life during tho stay of Lord and Lady /Stan- 
ley in (Janada was not associated wi|'h dia- 
sipation, frivolity and amusements'' ques- 
tionable in their natnre. This has,i doubt- 
less, been an advantage to Canada, t/be value 
of which it is difficult to over-i^stimute. 
It is easy for a Governor-GencraJ. who in ly 
uot ho what the world calls a. rani man to 
make Rideau Hall the centre yjt inlluLiices 
that are very far from being; beneficial to 
the upper class, and, in fac^ , all classes of 
Canadian society, Tho reve/' se of this has 
bson the caao during Lord Sjtanlcy's term of 
office. The J''.nrl and Cotfjntees of Ueiby 
carry with them to thcir.'home in Kuijland 
Uie rebpoct and esteem /of the pnoplc of 
Canada, and thoy leave fbohiud them nono 
bat pleasant remembran/es. May they live 
loot; and happily. i 



THB I^i W SUPREME. 

The cap^re of Kennedy will convince 
reckless^^en in this Province that they 

oannoyget tho law at definnco. The man 
who '.nanagos to get possession of a rillo or 
Vo and a brace of revolvers must find that 
^10 is not a power in tho land. He may sue 
oeed in terrorizing a few unarmed settlorB, 
Ibut hemiistsoon be taught that the arm of the 
law in British Columbia is both strong and 
far-roaohing. Kennedy may have boon fool 
■enough to think that in the tliinly-aottleri 
.part of the country, wIuto ho took 
■stand against tho law, ho could Hiiccood 
scaring its officora, and caoupe being called 
to secount for the deed he had done. He 
■was not long' in finding that he had com 
niitted a terrible mistake. The constablos 
were soon on hia track, and ho found it im- 
possible to elude their vigilance. Tlioen 
who road the account of the cupturo at all 
oarefviUy must see that Superintendent 
Huaaoy and his men are not to be deterred 
by danger from doing their duty. The nar- 
Titivo of the capture is very modest, but it 
is evident that it required courage, coolncas 
and good judgment to clTeot the arrcat of 
the fugitive without loaa. A deaporato niiin 
iliko Kennedy was would be quick to take 
.advantage of any miatake that the oflSoera of 
the law might make, and ha was ahorp en- 
H)ngh to detect and to proHt by any signs of 
a&ildity which hia pursuers might betray. 
But pluck, united with intolligonce, are too 
much for tho ordinary 1)^1 n)au from v,-«y 
•buck, and they make his bravado and hia 
.preparations for resiBtlng the law ineflfeo- 
linil;' Kennedy is now where he ought to be, 



in the hands of justioo. Hia prompt cap- 
ture will no doubt have a good effect. The 
law must be supreme in British .Columbia. 

LADY STUDWSTS. 

It used to be believed that women could 
never become good mathematicians, Tho 
higher mathematica, it was asserted, would 
always be exclusively cultivated by men, 
Sucoesafully to study them, it wua believed, 
required a strength of intellect and a power 
of concentration of which the female mind 
and tho feminine temperament are in- 
capable. Women might excel in the lighter 
and easier studies, but they would have to 
leave inatheinaticB to the men. 

Well this, like many other oatimatea of 
women's powers and capabilities, has been 
proved to bo a mistake. Women in these 
days study the higher mathematics in com- 
petition with men, and the results prove 
that they ar'b not by any means their inferi- 
ors. Miss Fawcett, in 1S90, came out at 
Cambridge first in mathematics. This year 
ton lady students liave passed the Mathe- 
matical xripos, and two are Wranglers- 
Mies -Tohcson and Misa Stoney, both of 
N'rwnham. Mi38 Johuaon has taken higher 
honors than any lady except Miss Fawcot'. 

Ill other aiudiua liidica won diaiiuction at 
C.uiibriilye. Wo find tliat Newnhain and 
Girton had each onoatudentin the first class 
division in tho Modern Largui-^a Tiipos. 
Ho.h of these, Misa Steele Smith of Newn- 
ham, and .M'33 I!enlin(-k Smith of (iirlon, 
i'i'coi<.fd di.it iiiciiiin ill Geniiiui, and wi.'it' 
iiloiic in llio liiat claa.-i, no mmi getting more 
than a aucoiid ci.isa in llie luiivuisily. 'I'lierc 
wore alto two first class in the history lists 
from Newobam — Misa EJith Piatt and Miss 
Norah Lilian Fry— and among the second 
class was Miss B. D.iu^l.is, a young Ameii- 
can Btudont, who intends to ri-nmiu in Eng 
land and alart a fcliool in li iurni'moui li, in 
tliu aiituiiui, witli Mias l-Mioit and Mies 
Lytir, wlio also have been studeiita at 
Newuham. 

It is becoming every year more evident 
that tho intellectual inferiority of women is 
ono of the superstitions or popular errors of 

tho dark agc-a. 



TUm IS'-ASD OUT CLAUSE." 

When Mr. Gladstone announced that he 
had withdrawn from tho Homo Rule bill 
tie In-and-Out sub-section of clause nine, 
h") iu ciTeot told tho Houso of 
Connnions that he had taken from 
t ^e measure its moat sensible as 
well as its most equitable provibion. When 
the Premier was framing a measure to give 
tho Irish pooplo tlio control of their own 
doirostic ufl'drs, ho saw rliat it was both 
wrong and inconsistent to give their repre 
sentatives also a voice in the management of 
the affairs of England and Scotland and 
Wales. To remedy the anomaly ho, in his 
firit Home Rule bill, dirl not give the Irish 
people any representation in the British 
Houao of Commons. Hut this created a 
worse evil than I he one it was intended to 
cure. For if the first Home Rale bill be 
catne law the Irish people would be taxed 
by a body in which they had lio repreainta 
tion. This is so completely contrary to thi 
very first principles of llritisli c 'iiatitutloiuil 
government, tint it U surjiiibiog tluit tho 
idoi was ent! rtained by Mr. Gladstone for 
a moment. His proposal was rejected by 
both Liherala and Consorvativea as incon- 
sistent and radically vicious. 

In the present Homo Rule 1 ill Mr. Glad- 
atone tried to avoid botli diHi .ulties by pro- 
viding that the Iriali hIiouIiI hivo re] 
a ntation in the Iinporiul I'arli.inienr, and 
have power to vote on all matiera of Im- 
perial concern, but when measures entirely 
English, or Scotch, or WeUh were under 
consideration the Irish members should not 
have the privilege of voting- This wua, it 
is true, a clumsy arrang' rrent and would bo 
dilficult to carry out, bat wo are ture it will 
be considered preferable to giving tho Irish 
inembera the power to manage the domestic 
affairs of Great Britain as well as those ot 
their own Island. We are surprised that 
the Irish meiidj ;ra would accept tho power 
to make laws for Groat ISritain, after the 
power was given thom to manige the in- 
ternal affairs of Ireland. There are, no 
doubt, difBoultiei in the In-snd-Out arrange- 
ment, but they are nothing in comparison 
to the injustice of giving the Irish, to whom 
Homo Ri;le had oven extended, tho power to 
inlluenco the home legislation of Great 
Britain. 

But the difficulty is only one of those in- 
separable from a scheme which is neither a 

ft.leral union nor a legi.-ilative union. 'I'ho 
ditli'Julty which Mr. Gladstone viiiily tiiea 
to get over in his achonio of H'niio llulo for 
Ireland is not felt either in Canada or the 
United States. Thia is because tho Do- 
minion Parliament and the United States 
Congress deal oxoluaivoly with federal af- 
fairs. Mcmbera from nil tho proviucea and 
st.itcs are elected to logialale upon tho.ie 
BubjectB and upon no others. Tho f.-deral 
legislative biidy has notiiing whatever lo do 
with tho subjaots that are witliin' tho pur- 
view of the state and provincial legislatures. 
If a provincial legislature in (Canada should 
happen to enoroaoh on the juriadictiou of 
tho Federal Parliament, the law it enacts, 
being ultra vii-i:.i, is pronounced of noeirect, ; 
anil, in the h.uiio way, if the Federal Parlia- 
meut encroached upon the proviricial juria- 
dlotion its ti^frislation would be null and void. 
In the Parliament of Canada all the members 
from all tho provinces have an undoubted 
right to vote on every measure which cumcs 
before it. K ich provioce manages ita own 
afliiira. The provinces never, by any chance, 
interfere witih each other, and when the 
Federal and Provinoiil jurisdictions clash, 
tho question of the right to legislate is 
easily settled by tho proper authority. I5ut 
such a state of thing^i, aa must obtain if Mr. 
Gladatonc's bill lioconiea law, would not bo 
tolerated in Canada for a sin^jlu ii,omoiiL. 
Tho people of Quebec, for instance, would 
not dream of allowing the representatives of 
thb people of Ontario to vote on meosarea 



t'ut related to tho management cf 
their domestic affairs, and cice verm, 
there would be a.; tremendous riio- 
tion in Ontario if if 'wefe even' siiipeot- 
e 1 that QuelMO members, influenced ever 
ao indirectly their domestic legislation. The- 
only way in which this cau bo done under 
the constitntinn of tiro Diiiiilnion is by the 
veto of the Governor-General. The jeol- 
ousy felt by tho provinces of any iuviasion of 
their rights ia why the Federal Government 
is ao reluctant to exercise the veto power, 
and this ia why tho rule has been made, not 
to interfere with provincial legislation so 
long aa that legislation ia within tho powers 
of the provinciiil legislatures, or in other 
words is constitutional. 

It is not hard f>.r a Canadian to see that 
Mr. Gladstone's Homo Bule Bill, without 
tho In and Out clause, will not bo work- 
ahle. Knglinhnien and Scotchmen, to say 
nothing of Welshmen, will not permit the 
Irish members of Parliament to take a part 
in making the laws that concern the Island 
of Groat Britain alone.

held hard and f;iat by a sand-bank on the 
north side of the railroad bridge. Tho Bos- 
cowitz brou(;ht COO cases of aalmoa down 
from tlio liritiali- Ainerieun cannery for 
trauBliiptiient to the East, at Vuncouver, it 
being the fiiat coneignment of tbe 1893 puck 
to arrive in the city. So far, the salmon 
catch ia northern wutcra has not been very 
large. The largest pack that any of the 
canneries had on Sunday lust, when tho 
steamer left the North, wus 4,000 oases, and 
thu average pack of all ibeoaQDeriea was less 
than ,'{,0110 cases.

I'hu bteamer Caltdonian ia now making 
another tri|) to the forks of the Skeena, and 
the Bleanior I'liantoiii, from Victoria, ar- 
rived at Kivira InleLou July G On the Ist 
inst. the Bleani aeuling achooner Worlock 
waa at Port Simpson, having up to that 
date scoured no skins. Ia going into the 
harbor there she ran on tho rocks, but 
Boated off Hgaio inside of 21 houis without 
Bustuining any damage. 

WITH SEAIJSKI.V CAHfiO. 
Ono of the most vuluuble cargoes that has 
come into port for Eonio timo waa that 
brought in by the schooner Beatrice last 
oveuing — about 7 000 ai alskiua, from vari- 
ous schoonara. Tho lii'ati ice, having secur- 
ed a catch of 1,.'!()7 skins, called at Sand 
Point, liccordiiig to the general underalaiiil- 
ing between several of the sealing fleet, be- 
fore coming home, and during her stay there 
sho was j lined by tho following vessels : — 
Dora Siewiird, Mascot, Annie E. Fuint, 
Ainnka, \\. P. Sayward, Black Diamond, 
South B-nd, Mianie*, Sapphire, Triumph, 
Mary I'aylur, H«nry DenDis, H. White, and 
three other American schooners, besides 
three or four American cruisers. Of the 
said schooners the voesola which trantferred 
their skins to tbe Beatrice are : — Dora Sie- 
ward, 1,400; Mascot, 800; Annie B. Paint, 
700; Ai-:iika, 1.3l0j W. P. Say- 
ward, -170; Blaok Diamond, .'^70; 
.South Iknd, .31; and Minnie -170. 
Nearly all theao schooners intend going to 
the Runaian siiie. Tho ecbnouer Victoria, 
howfVi'r, nlthongh not iiientioned among 
tbo oiliuiB, ia thouiiiit to be returning honic, 
and she is no doutit the vetael which the 
ISentrieo a'ghted ciff Capo Flattery on Wtd- 
nesday. Aa will \w fci'.n by the abovi' list 
of HchnoEcrH the Ainoka, which was rrp irt- 
ed to be wricked (-fl Cape iSt, Klias, ia safe 
iind lias douo very well. Tbo Beatrice 'a 
crew reports tiaving heard of no wrecks save 
the whaler, which ia the verE'd saiil to have 
conifi to grief with the Ainuka in aboiu the 
sauifl place. Ri-f;urdiiig this report the 
cow of tbe i;--Hlrioo saw tbe boat, the 
" lilack Diamond," found, aud whicli con- 
tained a dead man. They also iieai-d that 



the Anaje E. Paiot had picked up a big bar- 
rel of liquor, bnt.they were unable to aaoer- 
taih'the name of the' nvhaler, atid conso- 
qaently their news U not very definite. 

TO KRCOMMIS^atON IIEKE. 

There is a story current in naval' circles 
in England, and given public itiou in ono of 
the newspapero, to the tfTl-cb that the Mel- 
pomene, now on this station, wiia to be sent 
homo to bo rebuilt. Tho only proviaion 
made in tho cstiniatea, huwevur, io for her 
rocommiaeion here, so that no reliance ia 
placed in the report. There was some talk 
awhile ago about tlic vetaels in the Melpo- 
mene class being rebuilt, or strengthened so 
as to give them greiiter headway against 
heavy aeas ; but, ao far aa can bo leurooJ, 
there ia no intention of having the Melpo- 
mene so altered, and the fact that she ia to 
recornmission here, aa stated, Bcems to point 
to its inaccuracy. .Still another report has 
it that the screw oloop Wild Swan, l.lliO 
tons, 1,090 h.p., waa to bo sent out to join 
I lie Pa(;itio squadron, and ono of the other 
vessola hero to ho sent homo, but this story, 
too, lacks confirmation.

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HARBORS AND NAVIGATION. 



Interesting i Sepoi't'' on the Subject 
• Presentefl at^ tlie Annual Board 
of Trade Meeting. 



Mftnufactniea aud Industries Estab- 
lislunent ot New Factories 
: ia Victoria. 



Following nra the last of tho reports pre- 
Bented at tlie annual meeting of iho 13. C. 
Board of Trudo ; 

IIAUBOUS AND NATKSATIO.V. 

. Tho Standing committee on Harbors and 
Navigation have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report : 

Tiotoria Inner Harbor— Although oon- 
tlnuous dredging has been in progreaa during 
the past year, and tbe improvamouta men- 
tioned in the last report ooiiaiderably added 
to, there nra siill rock obatruotiona in the 
inner harbor, to wliich attention should bo 
at once given in orilor that tbe acoommo- 
dationinuy bo all tlmt ia required to meet 
the growing trade of the port. 

Viotoria Outer Harbor— Tlie magnificent 
and oommodious ocean doak for aonio time 
paab in process of construotion by Messrs. 
R. -P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., is neariug 
completion, and what ia commonly luiown as 
the outer wharf, now aflords ample acc 'in- 
mod&tion for the hertiiing of tlio largest 
vessels engaged in the trade of the Coust. 
lb ia to be regretted tliat the splen- 
did facilities so putrioCiculiy afforded 
by private enterprise have not yet 
been aupplemented by tlie Dominion 
Government in the shape of a 
breakwater from Holland Point to Brolchio 
Ledge, referred to in liiat year's report, and 
to which tho attention of tbu incoming 
Council is directed. Adjoiuin^,' tiio now 
ocem (lock tt large tract of land has been 
put in order and rendered suitable for tho 
ereatioii of tho necessary warehouses and 
other buildings. 

The .S in I'odro— All attempts to raise this 
vessel, which foundered and still remain's 
fast on IJrotchie Ledge, huve untortunatoly 
proved unsuccessful. The ahip, as she now 
lies, is probably iho most eirootive beacon 
that could be placed over the ledge, but sho 
should, it possible, bo removed witliout 
delay , and this dangerous, t hough W(jll-U nown 
rock, properly marked, and as anon aa prao- 
ticablo conneoted with the land at Holland 
Point by means of the breakwater already 
mentioned. 

Pilotage — Arrangements in this connec- 
tion atill remain in a moat unsiitiafactory 
state, and tho immediate consolidation of 
tho several Pilotage Boards into one central 
authority cannot bo too strongly urged. 
Snob a oon'solidation would alFord more 
direct control and secure a more cllicient 
and economic service. It is worthy of note 
that British Columbia shipping is constantly 
handicapped by the facilities offered by 
ports on Pnget Sound where pilotage ia 
not compulsory, and therefore an important 
item of ships' disbursements is avoided. 

Northern Coast Navigation- The urgent 
nsoessity of a better survey of the Northern 
Coast, 80 long and persistently brought to 
the notice ol the Dominion Government by 
the Board, was fully demonstrated by the 
grounding of H. M. S. Warspite on a rock 
altogether unsuspected, and unmarked on 
any chart. Tbe present state of things in 
this connection, is nothing short of a stand- 
ing reproach to the Dominion Government, 
and should not bo allowed to continue. 

Telegraphic Communication along tho 
Coast, is a want constantly felt by traders 
and others, and it is hoped will shortly be 
established. 

Quarantine — The painfully defective char- 
acter of our quarantine arrangements, has 
at length been recognized by the Dominion 
Government, who are now taking steps to 
put matters in proper shape. 

Australian Line of Steaniera — The arrival 
of the Miowcra, the (iret direct steamer 
from Australia at this port, was an event of 
the first importance, as the establishment of 
regular communication with the Aus- 
tralasian colonics may be confidently ex- 
pected to open up fresh channels of trade to 
the substantial benefit of this Province, and 
to Viotoria in particular, being the first 
port of call upon arrival, and the last pre- 
vious to departure. It is hoped that direct 
cable connection may speedily follow. 

Northern Mail Service — Postal arrange- 
menta between Viotoria and the North con- 
tinue of a most unsatisfactory character, 
mails being only made np and dispatched at 
trregulu and nncertain intervAls, eausing 
the greatest inconvenience and no small loss 
to traders and others interested in the vari- 
ous industries of the Coast, and who, look- 
ing to the amount of capital invested and 
the growing Importance of tlie trade opera- 
tions in which they are engaged, are doubt- 
less entitled to much greater consideration 
in tti's respect than they at present receive. 
As this vexatious and anti(|uatod state of 
alfaira is entirely duo to the absence of an 
adequate njail subsidy from the Dominion 
Government, the conimitteo are of opinion 
that tho time has come when strong repre- 
aentutions shonld be made to the authorities 
at Ottawa with a view to such postal facil- 
ities being at once afforded as are impera- 
tively called for. 

MAVIII'ACIIIUKS AM» INDIISTUIKS. 

Your committee on manufaotures and in- 
dustries have pleasure in submitting tho 
following report for your consideration : 

The depression which has been generally 
felt throuc;bout tbe oommeroial world during 
the period under review baa not been with- 
out its inQuenoe on the manufaoturint; in- 
dustries throughout the Province. Manu- 
factures have been limited to strictly current 
ri iiiiirementa, and indications of a healthier 
tone in other centres of commerce will again 
cause industries to renew active operations. 

A revision of the Inriff and extension of 
tiade relations with those countries " wlioiie 
necessities are our opportunities," would 
necessarily tend to a greater volume of trade 
and tbe developing of the industries for 
which tho I'rovince ia eapdcially adapted. 
Grenter freedom of trade is the policy which 
your cotrimittco lliirk moat eonduuivo to the 
health and activity id tlio Province. 

Canned >Salm'in. — Although this subject 
will be elaborately dealt with by the 
committee rn fiahurieH, your committee 
avail tlicmselvca of this opportunity in view 
of the many new canneries that hkvo been 
erected tliia season, that due regard will be 
given by this industry to tho law of supply 
and demand, and the absolute necessity of 
maintidniiig the standard of excellence. 
This industry is of such great iirportanco 
that any deviotion from these rules would 
materially injure one of the sources of our 
riivenao. 

Canned and Prcaorvod Fruits— This in- 
dastry, although only in its infancy, is 
nnaking Oi healthy . growth, and the large 
acreage which has been setaphrtand planted 
with imprjpved fruits, well sdaptod to our 
climate, will enable this industry to attain 
larger proportions in tho near future. Your 
couimittee cannot allow this opportunity to 
pass without expressing tlieir appreniation 
of tho t'ery great value to agriculturists 
aud horticulturists of tho Dominion Kx- 
porimoatal Farm at Agaasiz ; although only i 



three years since it was established, SS7 
varieties of fruit ar-3 now under test, the re- 
sult of which will greatly encourage and 
stimulate fruit culture in the Province. 

Paint Works — Tho establishment of this 
industry during the current year at Victoria 
is another indication of progress. 
Although tho output is comparatively 
small tho trade haa equalled 
tho ospcotntiono ot tho projootors. 
Your committee hope, that at no distant 
date, lead from the B. C. mines will bo used 
at these works. 

Chemical Works — This new industry haa 
also been established at Victoria during the 
current year, and bids fair to assume largo 
proportions ; its products are now on tho 
market. Your committee are pleased to 
state that all tho raw material necessary is 
to be found hero ; and tho works are now 
run with tho raw material of tho Proviuoo. 

Cement Works— Highly satisfactory tests 
have been made, which demonstrated fully 
that tho material for the manufacture of 
Portland cement ia hero in large quantities. 
The limited demand for this article, aud tho 
low rates of freight now prevailing from tho 
U. K , may retard tho starting and affect 
tho successful operation of this industry, but 
as this article forms tho basis for modern 
street paving, your committee, in view of tho 
fact that Bomo of our cities contemplate 
paving their thoroughfares, hopo that u do- 
iniind will bo created for this article wliicli 
will warrant the starting of cement works 
on a reiiiuuerativo basis. 

Pottery and Fire Clay Works — This in- 
dustry reports trade as satisfactory, and that 
tho imports of these articles have been 
greatly reduced during the current year ; 
and us tho wliolo of the material used in 
these works ia obtained in tho Province, 
these works are very beneficiid. 
To those industries which import raw ma- 
terial, a revision of tlio tariff would greatly 
benefit tho m»nufacturer and consumer by 
lessening the cost of production. We ven- 
ture to state, that a revision of tbe tariff on 
iron and steel w ould so lessen the cost of 
this article that shipping would be induced 
to seek our ports for repairs and alterations, 
and on other articles benefits would also 
accrue from such a policy. Tho establish 
ment of an Austalasian and Canadian steam- 
ship service leads us to hope that the 
Dominion Government may succeed in 
establishing reciprocal trade relations with 
the Australasian colonies, in order that our 
manufactures may find favorable markets, 
and that trade and profit may bo the result. 

Agriculture— This industry also shows 
signs of great iniprovenient, although 
limited to the supply for the home market. 
A greater iniprovenient in mixed farming is 
to be looked forward to. A serious draw- 
back to this is tho large holdings in many 
instances, and tho lack of scientific tillage 
Tho price at which land, partially cleared, 
is held, ia a checlc to a larger suburban 
population, and your committee hope that 
farming lands may never attain a greater 
value than their inoome-producinc; qualities 
warrant. 

Tho large amount of dairy imports to this 
Province causing a large amount of wi altli 
to be drawn that would otherwise How 
through the ordinary channels of trade, is 
to be regrcttad. 

Systematic stock raising on small holdings 
is hoped for. Modern " abattoirs " at cen- 
tral points in tho cattle districts, and tho 
inauguration of a system of cold storage wo 
think could bej successfully operated, aud 
would prove a great benefit to both pro- 
ducer and consumer. The establishment of 
an Agricultural Colleg9 in this Province 
would be a very great benetit in teaching 
young men husbandry with a view to obtain 
maximum results on small areas. We hope 
the Provincial Government may, at no dis- 
tant date, be able to provide for such an 
establishment, 

I'orestry — The fact that hardwood trees 
grow rapidly in this Province is now beyond 
the experimental stage, and as the world's 
visible supply of this is diminishing every 
year, we hope that largo tracts of these 
may be set out, and that inducements may 
be held out to those who will increase our 
future wealth by such a system. 



AFFAIRS IN liONULULU. 

Tlews of II Ciinndiun no to the Kevolutlou— 
Why the L'lilteil States W ere 
Appealed To. 

Seattle, July 13. — A New Westminster 
dispatch to the Post-Intelligencer is as fol- 
lows : Rev. H. W. Peck, B. A., of Hono- 
lulu, who is in this city en route to Toronto, 
has been a resident of Honolulu for live 
years, three years of which he has been i:ni- 
ployed in connection with the educational 
department of the kingdom. Latterly be 
has been acting as general secretary of the 
Y M.C.A. Ho took part in the revolutions 
of ISS'J and l.SI>3 as a member of tho IJono- 
lulu sharpshooters. lil fbply to questions, 
Mr. Peck said: " I am a Canadian, and not 
an American, and look at the revolution 
from a perfectly independent point of view. 
I am in strong sympathy with tho move- 
ment which overthrew the monarchy. It 
was not an American nor yet a planter's 
movement that precipitated the revolution, 
but a general movement of whites, irrespec- 
tive of nationality, whose business interests 
were jeopardized by tho Government, the 
teudsncy of whicli was to retrograde. 

" You have had all the particulars of tho 
trouble, but there was one point concealed 
from the Government oi the United States. 
Had the marines not l)een landed from the 
watship Huston, the revolution would not 
have taken place wlien it did, but it was 
hound to have come later. I believe the 
revolution was justified in tlio best interests 
of all parties and for the advancement of tlie 
civilization and moral welfare of the natives. 
The whites control seven-eighths of the 
property of I ho island, and contribute at 
least that proportion of tho revenue. They 
were confident that the Queen's now consti- 
tution meant to deprive them of privileges 
already enjoyed and throw the mauugement 
of affairs largely into the hands of natives- 
Wo appealed to the United States for annex- 
ation, because ilO per cent, of the trade of 
the island went there. If the United States 
will not annex Hawaii, we will probably 
ajipeal to England or some other foreign 
|iower. There can be no going back, no re- 
trogression, no monarchy. Hawaii is the 
key to the Pacific, and if the United States 
doea not want it otiior powers will not be so 
l)ackward in profiting by so grand an op- 
portunity,"

, , Begtua .V. Marsters. 
(Before Sir Matthew B. Begbie, C. J.) 

July 0, 1893. 

This is an appeal from a conviction by the 
stippndiary magistrate under tho Summary 
Gouvictioua Act, sentencing tho appellant to 
two mouths' imprisonment with hard labor 
for selling li(|Uor to Indians, contrary to the 
Statute, R. S. C, ISSti, c. -16 s. 94, deolor- 
iug that any person selling or supplying, 
etc., etc., any intoxicant to any Indian ia 
guilty of an offence and liable to fine or im- 
prisonment, or both, as therein mentioned; 
the subsequent section, 9S, however, stipul- 
ating that " no peuairy shall be incurred 
when the intoxicant is made use of in case 
of sickness, under tho sanction of a medical 
man or of a minister of religion." 

An appeal to this court being a rehearing, 
I have hoard all the witnesses adduced on 
both sides, and I am quite of accord with 
tiie magistrate in tho result he arrived at on 
the facts. But then, Mr. Walls for tho ap- 
pellant, contended that tho information was 
defective ; that it did not clearly allege any 
criminal offence, or anything that might not 
have been perfectly innocent, inasmuch as 
the intoxicant might, for all that appeared 
either in tbe information or the evidence, 
have been administered under the direotion 
of some dootcr or clergyman .; and that us 
the information ought to clearly define the 
charge on which the criminal is to be tried, 
it ought to have expres.ily negatived the 
presence of tbe exempting conditions men- 
tioned in Sec. 98; and it did not negative 
these at all. 

This olijection was first attempted to be 
met by citing tho Provincial .statute, ISSO, 
c. "iti, s. -Id, which provides that where any 
information, etc., negatives any exemption 
or (|ualitication of an otTenco, it should not 
be necessary for the prosecutor to prove the 
negative, but that the defendantmight prove 
the exemption if ho thought jit. Hut clearly, 
no Provincial statute cDuld uH'cct the ciiin- 
iiial procedure under a Doiiiinion slalule. 
'i'hat would be wivlly i .itra rir:.-! uiuler the 
B X. A. Act, E. !)■-', Kub.-s. M. The cl.iuse, 
however, is merely a reproduction of 
tho Domininu Icgi.datinu, K.S. C. 18SG, 
p. L'l.'i'J, which again is merely a 
transcript from liervia's Act, c. 13, s. 1-1, 
which has always been llie law in British 
Columbia, on thu Mainland since 1S58, and 
on Vancouver Island since 18G0 Hut 
whatever ita weight or authority, it haa no 
application hero, for tho informati >n is not 
brought within its terms— tho information 
does not negative the exemption. Now, 
unless the information, without such a 
negative, describes the offence with sufiicient 
distinctness, no conviction can bo hud upon 
it, either before thu police magistrate or in 
this court; and the prisoner cannot be con- 
victed at all. 

I conceive that the principle for deciding 
whether the exemptions do or do not re- 
quire to be negatived in tho information is 
this ; Does the exemption form part of the 
original description in the clause or section 
creating tho oflence, or (Ra. v. Brecn 30 
U-C QU. SO) in any statute referred to by 
tlie creating section ? 11 so, it must be 
negatived in the information ; otherwise 
tho description of the offence is not com- 
plete. But if the offence bo originally de- 
scribed and created without any exemp- 
tion, then, although there may 
be an exemption in some aubae- 
quent clause or somo subsequent statute, 
it need not be negatived in the information 
(nor, conse(|uently, in tho conviction.) The 
information, without any such negative, 
sullicieiitly describes tho off^moo if it con- 
tain all the words employed in the clause 
which creates it. Where the exemption is 
sub3ti|Uently introiluced, it is matter of ex- 
cuse merely, and no part of the description. 
A defendant can demand to bo told clearly 
and distinctly what ia alleged against him. 
He cannot demand to lie tuld what defences 
he may get up. The distinction is pointed 
out in Paley on Convictions (li li ed'n p. 1 1 ) 
The earliest rejiorted authority on distinc- 
tion to whicli I have looked is as old as Lord 
Raymond's reports, at llie end of the 17th 
century. Rex v. Chandler, 1 Lord Raymond, 
581 ; Rex v. Hill, 1 Lord Raymond, 1 11,-). It 
was fully recognized and acted on by Lord 
Mansfiehfiin tlio reign of George II., R. v. 
Jarvis 1, East, 013 n, and in many cases in 
the Common Law reports since. It has 
been adopted and acted on in the Canadian 
Courts, particularly in Ra. v. Breen, 30 U. 
C Q B , SO, and Ra. v. White, -21 U.C.C.P., 
M.'il-— cases und'jr tho licensing acts 
for selling liquor on Sundays, with an 
exemption which formed part of the 
very description of the oEfenoe, and there- 
fore had to bo negatived. And the only 
CISC in which the distinction seems to have 
lioen diHri'garded ia in Besina v. Mackenzie, 
() Ontdiio Rep., 105, which arose on this 
very Indian Act now under my considera- 
tion, There theCouri, in ly.rtiurari, quash- 
ed tlie coiivlc'uion, for that it did not follow 
B. 01, in regard to tlio sentence inflicted. 
But the Court then proceeded to say that 
the conviction was also bad, for that it did 
not suliiciontly describe the offence, not 
negativing the sanction of any minister or 
medical man to tho salo of tho liquor. 
The learned judge doea not advert to tlio 
distinction aliovo mentioned, though he, in 
the very same purauraph, cites approvingly 
Regina v. White (U. S.), where tho dis- 
tinction ia strongly pointed out and relied 
upon. But the opinion so stated in Regina 
v. Mueken/,ie is not necessary for the de- 
cision of the case ; the conviction was 
(|uashed on another ground, and it was not 
necessary that the judge should minutolj- or 
judicially examine the position ho certainly 
adopted. And whatever force would 
naturally bo attributable to the dictum in 

Ont. C. R. in 188-t . must bo 
considerably modified by the amendment 
in KSSOof tho Indian Act with a new Sec. 
9S, according to which tho whole proof is 
thrown on tho accused of showing that he 
comca within the exemption. And if Mac- 
kenzie's case, which was decided in 1884 on 
the old statute, were to come now before the 
same judge on the amended statute, I have 
no doubt but that be would come to a dif- 
ferent conclusion. 

I observe that section 98 does not nega- 
tive the offence, even under tho circuiii- 
stances slated, but merely exempla the oll'cn- 
der from penalty. I do not know that that 
makes any diU'tirence in favor ot tho prose- 
cution, but apart from that I am of opinion 
that this iiifornialion Hullicienlly describes 
an offence under the Act. And, therefore, 
agreeing with the magistrate upon the 
evidence, the conviction must stand. 

1 see no reason for interfering with 
tho sentence. I understand the defen- 
dant bus been enlarged on bail ; his term 
will commence on the day on which ho shall 
be surrendered to close custody. If he have 
been held to hard labor at all, i. e., impris- 
oned for punishment, under the magistrate's 
sentence, that period must bo deduoted. I 
think the appellant must pay the costs of 
this appeal.

Anion- tli.-;e I'ViT t(j 1 .e dcbal e.l and 
never sctilrii subji'cts there is not one, 
especially in our own country, so iiupos- 
siblo to decide, so keenly debated, so ve- 
hemently decided first on the one side 
and then on tho otiior, as divorce. 
■ A larLre body of perso7is, and niany of 
them anion;;' the very best and wisest of 
our people, clergymen, statesmen and 
leaders of .public thought, have banded 
themselves in an antidivorce league, 
pledged to use their best endeavors to 
procure a uniform divorce law in all our 
states, and that law to be of the most 
stringent, only allowini; divorce for tho 
Scriptural offense, and even in that case 
not without final proof nnd gi-eat and 
protracted effort. 

Our English cousins, always prone to 
tho couscrvativu course and as fond of 
red tape as tliey are of red beef, until 
tho establishment of Sir Cresswell's di- 
vorce court have tried this method >S 
rigid legislation upon divorce, and mtt 
with tho most fortunate results. Locft, 
for instance, at tho life of tTCorj^e Eik:^l. 
If the English law had set jSIr. Lowes 
free from his profligate wife, he and 
Mary Ann Evans would have been 
quietly married according to law, and 
tho great novelist would not liavo left 
upon her name a .stain which, however 
affection and respect may gild it, re- 
mains precisely the same .stain attacliing 
to the name of any other woman who 
lives ynth a man legally married to an- 
other woman. Or look at Charles Mor- 
daunt, whom the English law refu.sed 
to sot free from a W(jnian whoso ex- 
cesses had driven her to insanity. 
; On that trial and from other sources 
it has been all too plainly proven that 
tho rigid English law of divorce of ' 50 
years ago did not snc-eeeil in guarding 
the sanctity of the marriage covenant 
or the IioTior and peace of tho family any 
more ell'ectually than the laxest of our 
western state regulations, and to say a 
divorce is more easily procured in Lon- 
don than in New York — our state being 
especially rigid in this respect, and u 
New York divorce smirching only tho 
character of tho one against whom the 
judgment is rendered and forbidding a 
subsequent marriage by tho offending 
party. 

■ In Konio parts of the far W(.vst it is said 
ono may get a divorce for almost any 
conceivable cause. I do not vouch for 
the exactness of this statement, but can 
well beliove it after sonuj "incidents of 
travel'' in tho west. Among these was a 
brief companionshii) with a young girl of 
17 years hailing from Chicago. After 
half an hour's acquaintance this young 
lady, who was as pretty and as silly as 
any girl I have over met anywhere, con- 
^ded to mo that she and "Charlie"' made 
jlwo of a party to visit JliUvaukee for 
the day, and as the theater "kept late"' 
they missed the train they had planned 
to take home. In this dilemma some 
ono suggested that the young men had 
better marry the girls, and then it would 
bo quite correct to go to a hotel. Three 
coujiles accepted the pro])osition, and 
she and Charlie became man and wife 
.nftor an acquaintance of about a fort- 
night. 

"And Where isCliarlio now'?'' vetitured 
I, seeing that tho poor child was evident- 
ly alone. 

"Oh, he's at home in Chicago," replied 
liho carelessly. "Tie's in a store and 
d(jn't get (inougli to buy his salt, let .■ilone 
my hats. 1 rc'ckon I'll .stop east awhile 
with some friends and then get a di- 
vorce. "\Vo were only fooling wlien wo 
got married, you know, and wo don't 
get along first rato anyhow." 

"And what do j-our parents say about 
iff" asked I. But the girl tossed her head 
in pretty scorn at the idea of parental 
intorforenco. 

"I guess they haven't got mncli to say 
about it. Pa's gone off to Mexico or 
somowliero, ;nid ma"s just got married 
again and is glad to bo shut of mo. 
Reckon 1 can paddlo my own canoe with- 
out their help." 

Now, between the laxity which ren- 
ders such a story as this possible — and I 
assure you it is alwolntely a true story — 
jind the rigidity which drove George 
Lewes and Alary Ann Evans to ojieii do- 
lianco of law there lies a vast distance, 
a happy medium, wherein, to my mind, 
the true solution of tbe problem lies, 
which again reminds mo of a learned 
joko iirst narrated and then explained to 
me by a "gentleman from Boston" dur- 
ing my lato western tour. 
: Ifc seems that Professor Agassiz, ■with 
some other learned pundits of Boston, 
was unwr.'ipping a recently imported 
3iunumy anil disputing as to its being 
that of a priest, a fact presently estab- 



lished by their comingupon tho mummy 
of an ibis in the midst of the swathings 
of the human mummy, whereupon Agas- 
siz triumphantly exclaimed: 

"Veritas, in medias res tutissima ibis!" 

By ■way of coming down softly from 
these Athenian heights I ■will add to this 
anecdote ono from my own experience 
more familiarly illustrating tho same 
thoorj'. I was having my photograph 
taken by a very chartaing foreigner, re- 
cently acquainted -with the English 
tongue, and he, after various efforts to 
get the proper expression upon my face, 
exclaimed: 

"Not too severe and not too smiling, 
but let us find a 7/oj)j)y middling if we 
would bo perfect." 

Ono would not of course be flippant 
upon a subject like this, involving as it 
does the deepest and most vital interests 
of so many human beings, and although 
it has undeniably its humorous side tho 
general aspect is one of profound sad- 
ness and perplexity. 

Two persons marry. Perhajis tliey are 
in the Urst Hush of j'outli, with all .sorts 
of rose col(Ji-ed ideals contidently set be- 
fore their eyes, or perhaps they areolder, 
and having already known sorii>\v and 
disappointment and disillusionment 
fancy they have at last found a com- 
panion whoso .';yini)athy and comrade- 
ship are to m,al;e up for a great deal of 
what is forever lost. In either case tiie 
contract, at least on tho woman's part, 
is made with full intention of fulfilling 
its obligations. She repeats her vow of 
constancy "for belter, for wors(!, for 
ri(diin-. for poorer, in sickness and health, 
till deatlido us part," with a sense of 
joyful security and certainty. Tlie drift- 
ing is over, the loneliness and forlonmess 
ptist. Never, never again will she stand 
in tho twilight murmuring that thread- 
bare ye't over now lament: 

My liark's upon :i ilurklini; sen, 
And nil oin' .-lamls liesi<li> mo. 

Anil no (ino luimli tho lii^lm tor mo, 
Ami 111) imi; can-s to Ki'iilo nio. 

And the man, if lie bo ;i true and hon- 
ortible man, as ho turns from tho sdtar 
tells himself that in this hotuv(i new life 
must begin for him— the old follies and 
vices must be forsworn, tho old com- 
panions forgotten, tlio old crooked ways 
bo made straight and clean. He hits 
promi.sed to "love, cherish .and protect" 
this woman "and forsaking till others 
keep himself only unto her so long as 
l)oth shall live"— solemn words and a 
largo promise, but he means it all — at 
letist we will hope most bridegrooms do. 

They go home, a:id life begans, and for 
some, perhaps one-half of those wedded 
couples, the early promise and the solemn 
vows become realities — at least, we \vill 
saj', approximate realities — and time, 
the effacer and the reconciler, smooths 
over tho shortcomings and buries tho 
memory of those lofty ideals and brings 
a certain cynical philosophy into the life 
and so makes of it not what was expect- 
ed, not what was planned, but some- 
thing toler.iblo !ind modertitely satisfac- 
tory—tit letist as good as the lives of other 
people around about, and— yes, well 
enough, let us say. 

Out of this great mass of mankind 
there are a few, a very few, married 
ccujples who do really fullill their ideals 
and tind life just what they h;ul hoped, 
just what they had i)lanned. They are 
fully satisfied and go about the world 
gloating over their own happiness and 
fitmnting it in tho faces of other people 
in ii fa.shion that would be exasperating 
if it were not so pathetic. 

Now, this class of persons look upon 
divorce as near akin to murder or sacri- 
lege or madness. They cannot in tho 
least understiuid how anybody onco ad- 
mitted to tho paradise of matrimony 
could ever wish ti-i leave it or to drive 
their other self out of its dear inclosnre. 
They speak with btited breath or with 
uplifted eyebrows and whispers of holy 
horror and dismay ;is they wonder what 
.strange sort of beings those may be, and 
finally giving tip the gloomy coimndruiu 
turn with a sigh of relief to throw them- 
selves into each other's arms and "thank 
%vith brief thanksgi^nng whatever pow- 
ers may bo" that thoy arc not like other 
men. 

Rettirning to that great class of mar- 
ried jieople who just get on after a fash- 
i(jn, with a good deal of bickering and a 
good many spoken or unspoken doubts 
;is to whether marriage is worth while 
or not, wo find them also oppo.sed to di- 
vorce, btit from ;i different sttmdpoint 
than the little cli(iuo of paradisians just 
described. They thoroughly recognize 
why some people wish to be divorced. 
They are more or less frankly conscious 
(if occasionally wishing to bo so them- 
selves, but Iheylnivo never.said soalnud, 
and tho bittcruo.ss of their opposition to 
this mode of relief is that they do not 
care to seo others rid themselves of a 
burden v.-hich they have made up their 
minds to betir. It is just the dog in the 
manger over agtun. "I can't eat this 
clover, and so you shan't," says the dog 
to tho ox, and sometimes the ox is scared 
away iuul gives up his proposed ban- 
quet. 

"if i can get along with Tom, I im- 
agine yon can with Dick, tind so ctin you 
with liarry," says ono of their philoso- 
phers to Iter sisters who are whispering 
about divorce, and then, warming with 
her toiiic, she roads them a lecture n]jon 
tho sinfulness and the shamefuliiess ;ind 
tho geiier:»l dejirttvity of the woman who 
will see her name "dragged through a 
divorce court" and the duty of every 
wife to submit with patience and sweet- 
ness to her marriage lot, whatever it 
may turn out to be, and if she can't re- 
form her husband to win him over by 
the exhibition of her own virtues until 
ho falls in love with goodness and for- 
sakes vice, and "all goes happy ever 
after." 

Yes, these discontented and yet obsti- 
nately "staying" wives aro the bitterest 
and most virulent opposers of divorce 
and do very possibly ellect some good by 
dragooning their feebler sisters into a 
submission that not infrequently ends in 
a half bitter, half inditferent tictpiies- 
enco in a fale very ditferiMit from v.'hat 
was hoiied ami yet not loo bad to be en- 
dun.'d with some sort of philosophical 
content. To wives of this class— in fact, 
of all three of the idasses just described — 
I say: Stay ^vhero yon iire. Bo satisfied 
with tho f i-jiug pan and don't jump into 



the fire. Bear the His you have and do 
all that, yon can to allfiviate them. 
Abovo all, if you have children, sacrifice 
your own worn and weary life to their 
fresh young promise. A woman ■who 
has borne ii child has in a manner 
pledged herself to bear for that child 
what alio would not bear for herself, and 
great strength comes from a heavy bur- 
den well borne. That is tho -wtiy the 
Itidian women acquire their queenly 
poiso. 

But there is still another class, and a 
largo one, to whom I would not proffer 
this advice; to whoin I would rather 

eay: Stive yourselves while you ctin — 
women without children tiiul without 
obligations except tho marriage vows 
which have been fiimg back upon them, 
filial tered and soiled by him who had 
sworn to hold them sacred and inviohde 
"so long as yn both shall live." "When 
this day (;omes to any wife, tho day 
when .she finds liw homo ruined, her 
womanhood insulted, her self resjicct 
outraged; when she finds thtit her peti- 
tions, her tears, her arguments and her 
warnings alike are scoffed and disre- 
gtirded; when she sees that she can do 
' nolliing to elevate the man who persist- 
1 eiitly degrades himself and ilrags her 
I down with liim; when she fears that 
blows may be added to cursing :iud 
coarseness, then my advico to that 
woman is, appeal to the law for a re- 
] lease from a union which has become a 
slavery; annul the contract broken and 
despiseil by the other contracting party; 
I bo free. 

Every legal covenant is made depend- 
' ent upon the mutual honesty and good 
faith of the covenanters, and if ono fails 
to fullill his stipulated obligation tho 
other is relea.^ed, often with ii compen- 
sation for his disappointment. 

Is not mtirriage a contract ■worthy of 
as much ju-otection as tho copartnershij) 
agreement of a firm of grocers or bro' 
kers? 

Let us do nothing either r:ishly or with 
too much prejudice orconservatism. Let 
us, if wo would achieve success, seek 
"the happy middling" between these two 
extremes. 

AA'hile harmless as doves do not let us 
forge-t to be also wise as 8eri)ents.

In Chicago, it ia said, there are hundredM 
of famililiea existing from hand 
mouth, who are much more deserving of 
consideration of wealthy people, chari 
tably diposed, than a Spanish nobleman 
whose alleged impoverishment is due 
to wild ao4 reckless speoulation. 
The list of subscribers to the fund for 
the relief of the Duke, should it be pub 
liahcd, will be sorutiuii'.od with considerable 
interest, especially in view of the faut that 
since hia visit here John Jacob Astor bus 
reucivcil scores upon scores of begging let 
ters, and has had to dodge interviews with 
numbers of impecunious individuals anx- 
ious to beg from him.
